The Oftridge,as Hiſtoriographers write , will hide 
her headin her fethers,thinking her ſelfe ſafe enough, 
as long as ſhe ſeethno body.

Repentanceis the conſtant turning of man in |:is 
whole life from all ſinnes vnta God, which muſt hee 
done ſo dire@ly , that he muſt hate and certeſt his for- 
mer evill life, purpoſing to become a new man, that 
God may make him anew heart and anew ſpirit, (not 
in ſubſtancenor quantitie,but in qualitie)ariſing from 
atrue and linely taith , witha full perſwaſton of cods 
mercies by the mexits of Chriſt, for the forginenes of

kindes of Repentarce, the one, atrue repentance vnto 
life,the other a falſe repentance vnto death ; an exam- 
ple we may haue by /adzs, who is ſaid to haue repen- 
red, and which is more,to haue confeſſed his fault , & 
which is moſtofall,to haue made reſtitution, and yer 
it was a falſe repentance , becauſe it ſprangnot ofa 
true faith, but rather of the feare of death, which hee 
faw imminent before his cies,of the griefe & tedioul- 
neſe of paine, ofthe horrour of hel,and feare of cods 
invincible puniſhment which he knew he muſt needs 
abide,becauſe hebetraied the innocent blood. Cainre- 
pented,yethe was condemned; Eſau repented,yet hee 
was condemned; _{tiochwu alſo did repent , yet heis 
condened becauſe their prolongedrepentance ſprang: 
not of faith.S, Paul ſaith,without faith it is impeſſible to 
pleaſe God,and without faith there can be no true repe- 
tance, Thus

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Thus many 1#dsfes and deſparing wtetches wil ſay 


(whe a miniſter or preacher goes about to perſivade 


them. ro amend heirliyes,and recurne yn. god by re- 
pentance,in{hewing them that obdjsmegtriercifull 
then man can befinfull,tf man willbe forrowfull}this 
or ſuch like anſwere; You ſay well indeed, God is mers 


cifull,but alas,I am ſo vnworthy of my ſeltc, and finde 


ſo many imperfeRions in me, that Lam not worthy

it. OhmarkeI beſeech you,this common obieRion 
is altogether without faith ,and itriſethnot from hu» 
militic, but from the pride ofthe heart, and thereby 
it maketh many carelefle men to diſtsuſt in Gad:. rhe 
reaſon is, becauſe they would not bee behoking vato 
God for his mercy , but would rather ſeemeto haue 
codto be beholdingvnrto them for their worthineſle, 
Bur if they would haue G09 ta haue theglory,as moſt 
ofrightthey ſhould , rhey muſtnorſtand vpon their 
owncinfirmitiesz for the more vnworthy they are in 
their owne light (ifthey truely repent and be harcily 
ſory for their ſinnes, withafull purpoſe to continue 
innewneſle of life) the more worthy will they bee in 
the ſight ofcod,8& the more acceptable, becauſe gods 
glory is then moſt magnified, who 'can mate their ſins 52-113. 
if they were as red as crimſon, tobee as white as ſnow,g+c. 
And as our Saviour Chriſts power was notſo much 
magnifiediin curing one that was but afew daicsficke, toh.s 8, 
as in curing him that was thirtie eight 'yeares diſea- 
ſed, ſo the mercy of cod isnot ſo much magnified in 
curing a ſmall ſinger,or a few linnes, :as in curing of

ers not worthy thou ſhouldſt enter under my roofe , birt 
ſpeake the word and my ſinnes will be cured,or with Peter 
Lord depart from me a ſinfull man; then ſhall they finde 
their ſoules cured, their finnes pardoned, 8& Chriſt wil 
cometo them in mercy. Thus much concerning the 
falſe repentance,with this ſhort periwaſton ro with- 
drawe men from the ſame. 

 Nowfolloweth the true repentance, Vherin fisſt 
let vs confider,that there is no dotrine in the Church 
of God fo neceſſary,as the dodrine of repentance , & 
ameEdmecr of life; neither doth the holy ghoſt ſo much 
labour inall the Scripture, as he doth to beate repen - 
tance into mens heads:it was the only ſermon which 
tohn Baptiſt preached, while hee prepared the way for 
Chriſt, Repent for the kingdome of Gods at hand. 

This repentance isnot defined altogether by this 
word pexitentia,becaule (as Divinesſaic)itdoth nor 
comprehend totum rerminum, 4quo & ad quem,ſrom 
whom andrto whom we muſt returne. 

But this is the true Repertance,which the latines ins 
rerpretby this word Re/zp;[centra,or Connerſio, which

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prehendeth juſtification, that is, abſolution from our 
ſins,or the forgiueneſle of our ſins, 8 an accepting & 
receiving vs into eternal life freely for Chriſt his ſake, 
the adopting vs into ſons, impuration of the righte- 
ouſnes ,not for any works of me, either paſt, preſent, 
orcuer ſhalbe, but for the merits and righteouſneſle 
_ of leſus Chriſt alone, 
Apaine;the inward or infirumentall cauſe of repe- 
rance,is faith,which may bee called the mother ofre: 
' pentance,which bringerh irforth, as the wordis the 
begetter,and ſo may haue the name ofa father;for he 
that is without faith, though hee hatha name toliue, 
yet is he dead,for the inſt ſhall lzue by faith; nolife then 
without faith, and no repentance without life, 

The fourth part of repenrance,jisthe fruits of faith, 
holineſfe,and righteouſneſle of life, towards God and 
our neighbours,thankſgiving,prayer, zeale,and other 
workes of Chriſtian charitie. Now ſecing thefruites 

of repentance bringeth forth zeale, wherethere is lit- 
tle zeale,there is little repentance,and where no zeale 
there 1sno repentance, for hee that repenteth truely, 
the fruits ofhis faith will make him ſorry,when he ci- 
not further Gods glory as much as he would, if he ci- 
notenioy his word,if he ſee God difhonoured,& falſe 
worthip eſtabliſhed , hee will pine and grieue,and fall 
away,as itis written,Tbe zeale of thine houſe hath eaters 
me P[e6 94948 1.K1PgeT 97 0.Elias ſaith,/ hage beene very 
gealow for the houſe of the Lora:itis ſaid,hee was ſo ftri. 
ken with ſorrow.that he was ready to die, becauſe hee 
faw not the glory of God goe forwards:ſo that where 
there 
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there is true zeale intheir repentance, there alſo the 
Fruits of their faich bringeth forth this affeion of ſor 
row and mourning,declaring thereby , the zeale that 
the faithfull can offer vnto God for their ſinnes.

\ TE muſt vſcourſclues to the olde and accu- 
V ſtomed wordsfor our inſtrufion ſake,ſce- 

ing that weehauenone other, the Literal 
meditation is theknowledge ofthe reading , the hea- 
ring,the thinking of, and the reciting of the Hiſtorie 
of the Paſſ7o#, as it is preached or written, printedor 
painted,ſo it be wichour any ſuperſtition. So asthe 
deſire and ſtudy of learning; andpraQiifing of Repex- 
t4nce.and amendment of our Enful lines with confir- 
ming of ourfaith , may thereby bee the better ſtirred 
vp,and kindled in ourhearts. This meditation there- 
fore isnot to be deſpifed.For the cogitating or think- 
ing ofthe hiſtory,isa beginning ofthe ardent and ear- 
neſt motions wherewith God indeedis well pleaſed, 
As it is written,faith commeth by hearing, & hearing by 
the word of God, herevnto pertaineth many godly ſer- 
mons,bookes,proſe, or verſe , treating of the Puſ- 


fron of Chriſt, all which withourſuperſticion, ought 


godly to be vied andcontinued, 
There are many things inthereading of this hiſto-

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ry to be thought vpon,as what the Paſ/707 # , what bee 
the cauſes:e im this paſſ10n,what t the difference between 
the paſſion of Chriſt and the paſſion of other Saints of God 
how it ts tobe applied, and what frnits may follow the av- 
plying of the paſſton. But becauſe theſe cannot be done 
without the ſpirituall meditation , we will ſpeake firſt 
thercof. 

The ſpirituall meditation thereof is this, firſt truely 
to tremble and feare at rhe knowledge of finne,aud of 
Gods anger and wrath powred out vpon the ſonne of 
God;rhen to be illuminated with a new light,& cleer- 
neſſe.,and to reioice and ſertle.itſure in faith,that cuds 
anger is pacified by his ſonne, and for his fake that our 
ſinnes be forgiven vs,and everlaſting life reſtored vato 

vs, whereby wee may repoſe our whole confidence in 
God,being fully and afluredly reſolved , that rem/7tor 
Heb.2.4. of 0ur ſinnes,everlaſting righteouſneſſe , and life is grven 
__ 7” not toothers only,but tov5alſo , and that freely throueh 
Rom.3.24-25 *the mercy of God,for the merits of Chriſt alone,by whom we 
- xg 43 aremaderighteous before God, and eires of eternalllife,

trough the heat that is in it,and the cold compaſling 
it,breaketh out into a violent ſtroke, andave!l.ement 
noiſe , which cauſeth the thunder ; even ſo Chrift, 
through the extremitie that his humanitic ſuffered 
for our linnes,was driven to breakout into this thun- 
dering voice,and cry alowd, Quare dereliquiſti metwh y 
haſt thou forſaken me ? God indeed had forfaken him 
vntill his anger was pacified, andhis wrath appcaſed, 
£ Norwithſtanding that hee feeleth himſelfe as it were. 
wounded with Gods wrath , and forſaken for our ſins, 
yer heceaſethnot to put hisconfidence.in God, and: 
call vpon him. Which is written to teach vs inall afflt- 
ion to truſt ſtillin God,be the afſaults never ſo grie-- 
vousto the fleſh. And yer this lowd crying noyſe: was

Whe Chriſt ſuffered death in his fleſh vp6 the Crop, 
the godhead and manhood were ſtill rogicher, but his 
godhead did notſuffer:that we mightbe iuſtificd,nor 
only in bis fleſh, but alfo in his Divanity, & that wee 
might beſaued, both in his godhead & manhood to- 
gither:for this cauſe was the whole enduring of al his 
baſenes, vilenes, and humiliation, ofhis taking vpon 
him our infirmities({in only excepred)whichbrought 
vpon him the horrible wrath of God, againſt ſinne , 
with gricfes in hart,in ſoule and body, which he took, 
& ſuffered patiently, only for the making amends vn- 
to his Father for ourſtnnes, & the pacitying of Gods 
moſt wrathful indgement, againſt mankinde, by this 
his offering himſelfe a ſufficient ſacrifice or equall 
price anſwerable fully ſor the fins ofthe whole world, 
To coclude,this his ſacrifice cauſed the ſweet ſtreams 
of pure water of life,to flow out of the cleare & con- 
 tinuall ſpringing fountaine of his mercics daily pow- 
red vpon mankinde,comfortablero coole the heat of 
our thirſty tongues, and as medicinable to cure the 
ſpreading malady of A4dams fall,which infeted our 
ſoules with the leproſie of ſin, 
The Paſſion of Chriſt ts threefold, 
Tr External, 
; 2 Interpall, 
3 Conſiftineof both, 
Firſt Externall, being in the body members and 
arts thereof, as the tearing & rending ofthe vaines, 
Secondly Izterza//, as the ſorrow and griefewor:- 
king 
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kingin the heart, &the great torment ariſingout of 
the feare ofthe rearing of the body,and death, and al- 
ſo the feeling of cods wrath. 

Thirdly, that which conſiiteth of both, is belonging 
to the body and ſoule, and to the whole Chriſt, 60d 
and man. The iniurie,affliting, {landering, ſcoffing, 
the crowne of thornes, and other like torments con- 
curring togither in his body, pearcing (asit were) & 
entring even vnto the Divinity,which it ſelfe never 
ſuffered, hecaulſc itis vachangeable,and therefore im: 
paſſible. Touching his Diuiarty, it did alwaics fupport 
his humanity, which Habscack perceiving ſaith in his 
third Chapter thus, :b4 ab/condita eſt fortituds eius, he 
had hornes comming outot his hands,. and that was 
the hiding of his power, For as the Sun when it is co- 
vered withaclowdeis hidden, and yer itisnotcleane 
ſpent,and gone,and that light, which ſpreading allthe 
world over, illuftraterh everything, with his cleare 
brightneſlejis included ina ſmall obſtacle from vs: c- 
venſo was the Deity hidin that humanity which hee 
put on him, and yet ſeparated neither from body nor 
tonle: Weread in Levzticus that the ſacrifice that did 
purifie and cleanſe from Leproſie was on rhis ſort; Levit.14. 
theyrooke two male Sparrowes being aliue , one of 
them was killed and put into an earthen veſſel, hauing 
faire & cleare running water,the other Sparrow that 
was aliue his wings, with Cedarwood, and ſcarler 
cloatch, with hyſſop, were dipped in the bloud of the 
flaine Sparrow,which he that was dileaſed,&infeed 
with the leprolie, was{| —_— withall . The flaine 

SPar- 
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S-arrow ſignifiech the humanity of Chriſt put to 


deach: the Sparrow that was left aliue ſignifieth rhe 
Godhead of Chriſt, which was impaſſible. Bur yet for 
all chis ir was diverſly violated and abufed bythe ene- 
 mies thereof, andas much as in them lay , was hurt, 
blaſphemed, anddebaſed, 
As when the high Prieſts accuſed Chriſt, for ſay- 
ing that he was the ſon of God, alſo whe they ſpat in 
his face,and bad him prophefie, tell who itwas thar 
ſtroke him, andalſo they bowed themſelues before 
him,they ſmirhim with their fiſts, faying, Haile king 
of the Iewes being mocked, crowned with thornes, o- 
verburthened, and laden with bearing of his Croſſe, 
which they madehim to cary, nailed onthe Croſſe, 
and being both with ieſts,and ſcoffes, gybed ar in this 
wiſe,if rhou be the ſon of God, come downe from the Croſſe, 
and [aut thy [etfe;here now was the word, even the ſon 
of God,ycathe whole Trinity , moved both to ajuſt 
commiſeration,and a rightful indignation. 
 Howbeitwee muſt vnderſtand , thatthis Paſtor of 
Chrift had not then his beginning, when he was cru- 
cified.But all his life time after his conception, by the 
ſpace of thirty yeares even vnto the puniſhmenr, and 
paine of the Croſſe, to haue bin nothing elſe but a 
continual and full Paj/7on,miſery, ſatisfaRtion avd ſa. 
= crifice for our fins. He was borne an infant,and laid in 
the manger,becauſe there was no roome forthem in 
the Inne,bur in the ſtable,in cold & want of all thin gs 
needfall,wherevpon faith Gregory, Chriſt came from 
t ov heauEinto a womans wombe,frs a womans wombe

Christ his. Croſſe. 
into acratch oc manger,fro the manger to thecrolle, 
trom the ccofle to thegraue, and from thegraue hee 
wentto heauen againe, Burto recite or ſpeake more 
of his troubles, { what can ſay,but that which hath 
beene already ſpoken of by others?)in his infancic he 
fled from the tyranny of Herod, and was caricd into 
Egypt-After his baptifme, hee was offentimes,and di- 
verſly tempted , by theſpace of wo daies of Satan, 


whom afterwards acknowledgedand openly confef- 


ſed him to bee the ſon ofthemoſt high God. The 
princely Prophet Dawvzaiin the 770, Pſalme,ſpeaking 
of Chriſts afflittions , and his paſſion through the 
which hee ſhould enter into his glory , vſeth theſe 
words, He ſhall drinke of the brook in the way,The which 
for the diver{ttic of interpretations , I am themore 
bolder to inſert,that among many the plaineſt & tru- 
eſt ſigniacarion might bee beſt knowne and allowed, 
Thelewes which alwates fedde themſclues with the 
vaine hope of thecoming of ſuch a Meſſzas, as ſhould 
be a certaine earthly,civill,and powerfull king,doe ve- 
ry fondly apply this ſentehce vato victories, for! thus 
they expound it , Hee ſhall drinke of the brooke, that is to 
ſay,of the blood of them that areſlaine; as if the Pro- 
phet ſhould ſay,that the Meſ7as,as amightieconque- 
rour, ſhouldyperforme ſo great a ſlaughter vpon his 
enimies,that the bloud of the ſlaine ſhould ſtreame & 
flowe like a brooke, and that the whole armie as vic- 
rorious,and conquerours,might drixke of the brooke inn 
en the way, as they are purſuing their enimies. Inthe 


which forme and maner of ſpeech they ſuppoleir to 
£2 be 


Pſal.11o.7, 
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bethus Fgnified,that Chrift will bee ſatisfied with the 
bloud of his enimics. But feetng the text ia this place, 
ſpeakethnothing of bloud , neither can bloud bee 
thought a fit drinke for conquerours ; except ir bee fi- 
guratiuely ſpoke,as in theprophecic of Ba/aas,where 
the drinking of bloud is referred vnto the Lyon, nei- 
theris it ſpoken of the people of Iſrael, bur by a figure 
among the later writers. Some think it a finulitude ta- 
ken from thecircumſtarice ofſtrong and valiant cap. 
raines ,who intheirchaſe and purſuit of their enimies 
flackenothing of their hear and fervency neither will 
be hindred, with any care or deſire of meare, drinke, 
fleepe,or any other pleaſure,to the end they might the 
better follow, andenforce the courſe and pnrſuite of 
the vitorie , butconrent and very well pleaſed to 
quench their thirſt wich water forrheirdrinke, run- 
ning out of every brooke,which they meer withal,ne- 
ver leaue chaſing and purſuing their enimies. As Gede- 
92 made triall of the valqur and vertue of his ſouldiers 

courageby thejr drinking of water, 
Thus therefore would they haue this verſe vnder- 
ſtood of Chriſt, asif by this maner of ſpeech,a wars 
like ſtrength and courage were to bee attributed vnto 
him,thar heisſohotandhaſtie, ſo cager andreſolute 
in purſuing his viories,that he will not ceaſe & leaue 
of,nor by any meanescither for loue of meat, drinke, 
or any other delights whatſoever, beerevoked from 
his purpoſe, & ſo by this meanes may ſtrike it into the 
hearts of his cnimies , how terrible anJ fearefull his 
power and ſtrength is. Howbeit we wil hold the moſt 
plaine

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plaineand fumple ſentence that the phraſe itſelfe doth 
yeeld & offer vs, TheProphets ſpeech ficſt tended-vn- 
ro Chritt,the king aſcribing vnto himthe chiefeſt 
power and victories overall his enimies; and there- 
fore, leaſt after cnc maner ofthe Iewes,this ſhould bee 
vnderſtood of a corporall kingdome., . hee-addeth the

Furthermorelet vs 
learne , that as there were two croſles prepared for 
Chriſt Ieſus,the one of paſh6,'(as that woodencroſle 
whereon his body ſuffered:ithe other of compaſſion, 
wherby his ſoul ſuffered)ſo there is prepared a double 
croſle for every good Chriſtian, the one of theſoule,

fleſh thecrofle of his ſoule, was the curſed connſell of 
his wicked wife,who ſaid, curſe God and liue, 1.2, 
The crofſe prepared for king Davids body ,. was thar 
Saul his father in law, and ſolo» his ſonne ſought 
his death ; bur this was that wich afflicted his minde, 
that the man whom he had continually fed ſhould be 
falſe hearted vnto his perſon.

As Mary loſt Chriſtin the 2 yeare ofhis age ,and 
in vaine ſought him among his kinsfolkes, andatla{t 
found him in the Temple amongſt the DoRors , op- 
poling and askingthem queſtions. S>the Virgin Ma- 
ry,cventhe Church in the 12 yeare of Iubile , being 
troubled with many hereſtes, had vtterly loſt Chriſt, 
had ſhe not found him in the Temple, thar.is in ho- 
ly Scriptures,Propheticall and Apoſticall. 

Afﬀerthe 3oyeare of Chriſt,as lohn Baptiſt teach- 
eth in the wildernes , repentance and faith in Chriſt, 
who is baptiſed, and as it were with the figure poin- 
tedout,and (hewed forth vnto the people. So inthe 
30 yearc of our lubile, rhe true & ſincere doQtrine of 
the Church , both of the law andthe Goſpeil , began

As in the time of Chriſt Satan ſtirred and raiſed vp di- 
vers tumults,and vproares,through blaſphemous 1e- 
das of Galile,Simon Magus, &luch like. So perturbers
